The American Bace Ball Association En- 


joined From Committing » Bobbery. 
PHILADELPHIA, PA., December 11.— 


Argument was heard yesterday upon the 
preliminary Injunction to restrain the 
American Base Ball Association from 
consummating the expulsion of the Me- 
tropolitan Base Ball Clnb of New York. 
Counsel for the Association, contended 
that the 
whole complaint 
was sub- 


stantially that 
defendants 
did 
not 


want to play ball with, the Metropoli- 
tans 
and" the 
latter 
sought 


to compel them to do so. The court sug- 
gested the possibility of the Association 
dissolving In the event of the success of 
the plaintiff in this case, and forming a 
new association, leaving the complaint- 
ants out. Counsel replied that such a 
proceeding was in accord with his advice, 
and characterized the whole matter as a 
"tempest In a teapot." 


Counsel for the Mets replied that Mr. 


Wiman had spent nearly 8100,000 in the 
matter, and argued that the language of 
the Association's constitution gave evi- 
dence that the agreement between clubs 
was a continuing one.

itan Club was a member of the Associa- 
tion, and its membership was valuable, 
entitling it to share in the profits of 
games played with other clubs.

charges, notice or trial. The Court was 
asked to disapprove of such sharp prac- 
tice. 
The Court announced its decision as 


follows: "It seems to the Court that In 
the present condition of this cause a 
prima facie case has been made out, enti- 
tling plaintiffs to a preliminary injunction. 
Undoubtedly valuable rights are secured 
by membership in this association. It has 
never been considered an answer to a bill 
to restore a complainant to membership 
in an incorporated association to say 
he might have an action at law to 
recover 
damages 
for his expulsion. 


Equity will always interfere to protect 
plain rights. As the case is at present 
presented, we think a preliminary in- 
junction should issue, and therefore or- 
de" it."

Winan would make the Mets stronger in 
this vicinity than they could become, and 
seeing that by throwing out the Mets 
from the Association they could strengthen 
their own team, went to work to accom- 
plish this, in iny opinion. At any rate, it 
is known that they were very prominent 
in the action of the meeting." 


The Kewberry Estate. 


CHICAGO, ILL., December 11.—Mrs. 


Julia Newberry, widow of the late John 
L. Newberry, of this city, died at Paris 
last night. 
In his will Mr. Newberry 


provides that in case his daughters died 
without issue, as they did, at the death 
of his wife his estate should be divided, 
one-half to be distributed among the 
descendants of his own brothers and sis- 
ters, and one-half to be applied to found 
a public library ic North Division of Chi- 
cago.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 10.— 


Mr. Edmunds has a bill to put the Mor- 
mons in chancery. It proposes that the 
act of the Legislature of the State of 
Deseret, under which the Church of 
Jesus Christ at Latter Day Saints was in- 
corporated, shall be repealed and an- 
nulled, and the temporal affairs of the 
Church shall be managed by a Board 
of 
Trustees, to 
be 
appointed by 


the 
President of the United States 


by and with 
the 
consent 
of 
the 


Senate, and shall close up the institution 
as racidly as possible, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior. The 
Attorney-General is directed to institute 
and prosecute proceedings to forfeit and 
escheat to the United States, all of the 
property owned by the Mormon Church 
with the exception of buildings nsed for 
public worship, and the Secretary of the 
Interior is directed to sell it and invest 
the proceeds for the benefit of public 
schools. 
The laws organizing and creating the 


"Perpetual Emigrant Fund Company" are 
also annulled, and the Attorney-General 
is directed to dissolve the corporation, to 
pay its debts, to dispose of its property 
aud devote the proceeds to the benefit of 
the schools. The Legislature is forbid- 
den to create any company or association 
lor the purpose of bringing emigrants in- 
to the Territory. 
This bill, if passed, will do more to 


suppress Mormonism, it is believed, than 
snv other means that can be adopted, as 
the church is known to be a very wealthy 
corporation, and the money causes a very 
close adhesion among the saints.

Judge Albion W. Tourgee ap-

Land-Lubbers Seize a Craft, But Are Un- 


able to Sull Her—A Weighty Decision 


by tlie Notorious " Judge " Reyn- 


olds-Lawyer Robert's Fate.

In the early days of California freighting 


by team was so high that owners of foreign 
vessels found it profitable to do a coasting 
trade, although by doing so they forfeited 
their bhips to tho United States Govern- 
ment. The boats selected for this purpose 
were worthless old tubs. Several of them 
came up the San Joaquin River to Stock- 
ton, and were abandoned hero after their 
Captains had sold their sails and rigging to 
miners. The hulks of three or four of these 
boats now lie in the bottom of Mormon and 
Stockton channels and McCloud's lake. 
One of the old tubs lay in the channel in 
1850. at a point where the Stockton and 
Copperopolis Depot now stands. Judge 
Reynolds — the 
famous self-constituted 


court of those days—used it as a court- 


While the St. Charles Hotel was be- 


ing built in the winter of 1850, on the pres- 
ent site of Masonic Temple, a foreign ves- 
sel, at great risk of going to pieces, rounded 
the horn and engaged in the coasting trade, 
came from San Francisco, and tied up in 
the channel in front of the hotel, at the spot 
now called "Weber's hole-in-the-ground." 
John Doak, owner of the hotel, ordered the 
vessel away, but the crew defied him. 


Bright and early on the following day 


twenty-five men boarded the craft. 
They 


were armed with clubs for immediate use, 
and with pistols for emergency. The crew 
fled in terror to the cabin and locked them- 
selves in. Then the gang proceeded to or- 
ganize into a ship's company. Captain, 
boatswain, mate, cook, sailmnker, carpen- 
ter and all the big and little aristocrats of a 
regular crew were elected. Preparations 
being complete, the Captain gave orders to 
weigh uuchor. Thereupon the carpenter cut 
away the hawser, and the mate duly report- 
ed tliat the "anchor was apeak, sir.'' Loos- 
ened from her mooring, the old tub drifted 
down the channel while the novel crew went 
through various nautical movements. Her 


iigu was watched with hilarious interest 


from the bauks, for the news of the piracy 
had .spread rapidly, and gin-shops were 
emptied of crowds of gamblers. 
All this 


time the doors of the cabin were guarded 
to prevent exit, sturdy men pacing in front 
of them with bludgeons to crack the skull 
of the first foreigner who showed his head. 


Reaching town the pirates made a tour 


of the saloons, and throughout the after- 
noon celebrated their adventure with 
whisky at a dollar a drink. 


But while their spree was at its height 


the foreign crew marched to Judge Reyn- 
old^' court-room, and appealed to the 
majesty of the law. Judge Reynolds sent 
for Ur.'Roberts, his right-hand bower, and 
the best and only lawyer in town.

Jan. 1, 
1862." It represents a teamster standing 
knee-deep in snow, near two large mule's 
ears, which protrude above the snow. All 
around are soldiers wearing Confederate 
hats. Last October the Commissioner of 
Pensions wrote Colonel Best, of the Fourth 
Artillery, now stationed at Fort Adams, 
Newport, R I., telling him that Claimant 
Sykes alleged that "he enlisted in Company 
F, Fourth United States Artillery, June 17, 
1861. and served until March 20, Ib03, as 
teamster. About the 1st of January, 1S62, 
he alleges, his feet were frozen while stand- 
ing in the snow, sunounded by Stonewall 
Jackson's force, at Bath, Va. He says he 
has written you for his affidavit, but he has 
not heard from you. If you have any 
knowledge of the claimant, will you be kind 
enough to furnish this office with all the 
facts in your possession?" 


This inquiry Colonel Best forwarded to 


Captain H. C. Cubing, of the Fourth Ar- 
tillery, now at Fort Trumbull, Conn. Cap- 
tain Gushing responded as follows (inclos- 
ing at the same time the pen-and-ink 
sketch): "My Dear Colonel: I received 
your note this morning, inclosing the pen- 
sion claim of William Sykes, formerly 
teamster in Battery F, Fourth Artillery, 
which alleges that the feet of said Sykes 
were frozen while standing in the snow, 
surrounded by Stonewall Jackson's force, 
at Bath, Va., about the 1st of January, 
1862. 
As I was not there at the time, I am 


personally unable to verify his statement, 
and I was first inclined to think that the 
occurrence never took place, or, if it did, 
that he was not so thoroughly frozen that 
he never was completely thawed out subse- 
quently. I based my theory on the fact 
that he drove mules for me for quite a 
period 
following the 
alleged 
event, 


and with such success that I never could 
imagine him otherwise than possessed of 
all those mental and physical qualiiica- 
tions essential to the 
proper control 


of a six-mule team. But, by the most rare 
good fortune, I mentioned the subject to a 
friend of mine who makes our war history 
a study, and he informed me that he had 
an original pen-and-ink drawing which ho 
had never been able to understand, as none 
of the military histories in his possession 
explained it. The picture was taken from 
Stonewall Jackson's person at the time he 
was captured by Pope in their hand-to-hand 
encounter near Grovetown, Va. Popo gave 
it to Fite John Porter as a keep-snke, and 
Porter gave it to my friend. It has always 
heretofore puzzled all military students, 
even the Count de Paris. My friend now 
thinks it must refer to the incident alluded 
to in Commissioner Black's letter. It is ap- 
parent that the central figure must be 
Sykes, standing near his last remaining 
mule, surrounded by Stonewall Jackson's 
forces. Not only is this sketch valuable as 
corroborating Sykes' statement, but it is
